tributed to the fact that the old gas 
engine was greatly in need of repair- 
ing at the time the present admin- 
istration took over the utilities (their 
predecessors had commenced negotia- 
tions for the purchase of a new engine 
before retiring) and to the fact that 
the needful repairing could not be 
accomplished until the new engine had 
becn installed. And since the in- 
stallation of the new gas engine in 
December 1923 service was somewhat 
interfered with (unavoidably) during 
the building of the new transmission 
line during the summer and fall of 
1924, It might not be amiss in pur- 
suance of impartiality and fairness 
to state that while gas engine service 
is immeasurably cheaper than steam 
it is conceded to be more erratic. 

Difficulties in the utilities depart- 
ment were occassioned by the floods 
of 1923 which changed the course of 
the river and necessitated the con- 
struction of a new water intake and a 
pipe line therefrom to the power 
house. 


Considering the above enumerated ! 


{drawbacks the present council may 
;truthfully be said to have 


handled 
the administrative situation exceed- 
ingly well, and to have inaugurated 
improvements in a number of _ in- 
stances. 

During the past week Mayor Mc- 
Donald was presented with a requisi- 
tion signed by many ratepayers (in- 
cluding the signatures of three ex- 
mayors of Macleod) urging his accep- 
tance of nomination for another term 
of office, and in consideration of which 
he declares himself as having no alter- 
native apart from acquiescence. 

The circulation of this document 
shows a spirit of co-operation among 
Macleod’s citizens towards the furth- 
erance of the town’s interests and wel- 
fare as from their viewpoint—possibly 
this co-operative idea may have been 
to no little extent engendered by the 
spirit evoked by Macleod’s Big Jubilee 
and get-together celebration held last 
July. At any rate co-operation is an

CANADA LUMBER NOW FINDS 
SALE, GERMANY 


Ottawa, Jan. 3.—The openings for 
the sale of Canadian lumber in the 
German market writes Trade Commis- 
sioner L. D. Wilgress, Hamburg in the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal, are 
chiefly confined to Douglas fir from 
British Columbia. The leading im- 
porters are well acquainted with this 
wood, which has been used in ship- 
building. : 

Although the demand of the ship- 
yards for Douglas fir in the near fut- 
ure is not likely to be large, it is be- 
lieved that greater quantities of this 
wood may be imported for use as a 
substitute for pitch pine from the 
southern states in general building op- 
erations. 

Now that pitch pine is becoming 
more expensive, German importers 
are turning to other woods and for 
this reason are forming connections 
with Pacific coast exporters in the 
hope that a larger business may be 
possible in Douglas fir or Oregon pine. 
The development of the Panama canal 
route has made it possible to import 
small parcels of lumber from the 
Pacific coast and to rely on regular 
supplies. 


BANK OF COMMERCE OFFICIAL 
IS DEAD 


Toronto, Jan, 2.—D, A. Cameron, 
assistant general manager of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, died 
suddenly on Yonge Street here this 
morning. 

Mr. Cameron was walking down to 
his office in the bank when he appear- 
ed to slip and fall, An old friend hap- 
pened to be walking immediately be- 
hind him and ran to his assistance, 
but Mr. Cameron was dead when he 
arrived, 

The tragedy is made all the more 
tragic by reason of the fact that Mr. 
Cameron was to have assumed his 
new duties as assistant general man- 
ager this morning, succeeding V. F, 
Jones, who resigned. He was in his 
ordinary health yesterday and was at 
the bank as usual on New Year's Eve.

god LIQUOR ACT BRINGS | 


EALTH TO TREASURY OF 
PROVINCE 


Edmonton, Jan. 5.—Profits of well 
over a million dollars will accrue to 
the provincial treasury as the re- 
sult of last year’s operations under 
the new government liquor control 
act. Attorney-General Brownlee 
stated Monday morning that it is now 
possible to make a close estimate on 
the net business resulting from the 
sales of liquor since the act came in- 


to December 31 the profits are given 
as follows: 
Government vendors’ stores $682,- 


Beer taxes, $279,464, 

License fees, $89,103. 

Permit account, $83,117. 

Total, $1,134,144. 

Approximate Figures 

The attorney-general explained that 
these figures are only approximate. 
They are based largely on telegraphic 
returns from the vendors’ stores at 
the close of the year and may be sub- 
ject to some slight modifications when 
the final returns of each store have 
been audited. 

Some deductions may also be made 
from the figures as given, for the 
purpose of creating certain reserves 
against loss, depreciation, and dam- 
age. These will be taken off by or- 
der-in-council. It is expected, how- 
ever, that the possible changes and 
deductions will not materially alter 
the net profit tothe government from 
the eight months’ business. 

Profit in All Stores 

Twenty-six vendors’ stores are in- 
cluded in the returns. There will not 
be any increases in the number this 
year, according to the government’s 
present plans, and there may even be 
some decreases if the final results 
show that any of the stores do not, 
warrant continued operation. So far, 
however, every one of the twenty-six | 
stores has shown a profit. 

Mr. Brownlee said that there will 
be some economies and reductions in | 
liquor adminstration and reductions in| 
liquor administration costs in 1925. 
The general running expenses were | 
naturally heavier, he pointed out, in 
the first year of operation, and some 
savings will be possible in that direc- 
tion during the coming year.

With a million-odd dollars as_ its 
profits from liquor sales, Alberta 
takes fourth place among the prov-

An 
important department, whose work 
is little seen outside of railway 
circles, is the Car Service Depart- 
ment, whose eye is watching night 
and day to see that grain cars are 
roperly distributed and that once 
eked. they move forward rapidly 
to the lake or ocean port from whic 
further shipment is to take place. 
During the grain rush each fall 
the Car Service officials meet a dif- 
ficult situation, for instead of an 
even balance of haul back and forth 
through the west, there is an over-
